From the Crisis. 


Rats ! Rats !—A huge Democ-rat has 
lately been discovered gnawing his way into 
a bagr of malt in the public granary of this 
state. On Friday last, the democratic corps 
in the house of assembly was thrown 
into consternation, by a sudden and unex- 
pected disclosure made by Mr. Van Rens- 
selaer of Columbia. In a debate on a con- 
current resolution from the senate, for 
sanctioning a contract entered into by the 
controler with Solomon Southwick, for per- 
forming the state printing, after the death 
of Mr. Barber, Mr. Van Rensselaer expres- 
sed a desire to have further information en 
this subject, before he acted upon it. He 
had confidence in the cqntroler, and felt 
perfectly willing to sanction his contracts ; 
but he wished to know the nature and ex- 
tent of those contracts. The expence of 
state-printing, he said, had increased enor- 


mously within a few years. He found 
that in 18083, it cost $960 
In 1804 rising 1700 
1805 1600 
1806 3200 
1807 5700 


He knew of no cause for this increase: and 
thought it was high time to investigate the 
business. He added several remarks, and 
closed by asking a little ume. 

A profound silence ensued, during which 
the democrats cast a wisifui look euch 
other, asif to say, what must be done? At

length, Mr. German, the intrepid leader of 


the party, ventured on an explanation. He 
said the state-printing had greatly increas- 
ed withina few years.—The Legislature 
had more business done. They were in 
the habit of ordering every thing printed. 
Perhaps they had more done than was ne- 
cessary. He said, the contract stood now 
exactly as it formerly did. Me recollected 
that when Messrs. Andrews and Penniman 
were appointed state printers some years a- 
go, Mr. Barber offered to contract much 
cheaper—that it was then contended, that 
cheapness was not the cbject—that the stite 
ought to employ a printer who would do 
the work well and pay him well for it, &c. 
Mr. German said, that the same contract 
was afterwards made with Mr. B. when he 
Was appointed state-printer, and hadcon- 
tinued the same, until his death. He knew 
of no alteration. 

Mr. Van Vechten rose to add a few par- 
liculars to Mr.German’s statement. Mess. 
Andrews & Pennriman did indeed comract 
to perform the state printing at the ime 
mentioned. They lost money by the cwn- 
tract, and applied to the legislature forre- 
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lief; but relief was denied them. After- 
wards Mr. Barber contracted at the same 
rate. He aiso lost money; also applied 
for relief; and Ae had the good fortune to 
obtain it: An advance from the ortginal 
contract, of from 20 to 25 per cent was al- 
lowed him. This, Mr.VanVechien thought 
accounted for some part of the increase. 

The resolution was pressed by the ma- 
jority, and passed without further investi- 
gation. 

Monday, Nov. 7. 

Mr. Van Rensselaer, of Columbia, pre- 
sented the following resolution :-— 

Resolved, That the comptroller of this state be 
and he is hereby requested to report to this honse, 
on the first Monday in February next, a particular 
statement of the items comprising the charge of 
printing done for this state, contained in the seve. 
ral annual reports of the comprroller, since the 
year 1805, inclusive; and that he at the same time 
transmit copies of all contracts on the subject of 
state-printing, at present existing, or made by any 
of his predecessors in office, with any printer, 

Among other reasons which Mr. Van 
Rensselaer urged in favor of adopting this 
resolution, he observed, that the legislature 
was calied upon at every session, to make 
additional compensation to the state-printer, 
over and above the pay contracted for by the 
comptroller. He wished this business in- 
vestigated. If the stute-printer was enti, 
tled to more pay than his contract, sUpula- 
ted, he was for extending the power of the 
comptroller, that the contract might em- 
brace the whole charge. 

‘The democrats were not to be caught in 
this way. They recollected the disclosure 
made by Mr. Van Rensselaer on Friday ; 
and the object of the present resolution was 
too apparent to deceive then fora moment. 
They took the alarm ; and, as a temporary 
relief, moved to lay the resoliition on the 
table until the next day. ‘Whe motion pre- 


Some other business being dispatched— 
Mr. Van Rewsselaer moved, that the house 
now take up the resolution laid on the table 
by Mr. Bulkley, on Saturday.

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Mir. Ven Rensselaer contended for the 
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right of offering his reasons for calling up 
the resoluiion, without entering into its 
merits. He was proceeding, when 

Mr. Parmar moved an adjournment. 

A scene of confusion ensued. Five or 
six members were up. Some calling to 
order—some bawling forthe question—and 
others moving for an adjournment. 

Mr. Skinner, holding a paper in his hand, 
attempted to speak, but he could not be 
heard. 

Mr. Van Vechten thought the gentle- 
men had better take up the resolution and 
dispose of it at once; and not then attempt 
to evade it. 

Mr. German declared, he had no objec- 
tion. He was willing to meet it manfully. 

A division was called for on taking up 
the resolution, which was carried, 61 to 46. 

Mr. Skinner, of Washington, then mo- 
ved the following substitute for the resolu- 
tion under consideration :— 

Whereas the constitutional right of repealing the 
act imposing the embargo on the ships and ves- 
sels belonging to the citizens of the United States, 
and the acts supplementary thereto, is vested in the 
congress of the United States; and whereas that 
body is about to convene; and from the commu- 
nications which will be made by the executive de- 
partment, will be much better informed of our re- 
lative situation with the European belligerents than 
the legislature of this state are or can be; and in- 
asmuch as our representatives in congress will car- 
ry with them the feelings and wishes of the peo- 
ple; and this house reposing full confidence in 
their discernment and patriotism—Therefore, Fe- 
solved, that it would be inexpedient on the part of 
this house, at this time, to give any instruction or 
express any opinion upon the repeal of the said 
acts; and that the further consideration of the re- 
solution to that effect, be postponed until the first 
Tuesday in February next. 

A debate took place on adopting this sub- 
stitute, 

Mr. Van Vechten exposed the absurdity 
and inconsistency ef the course pursued, 
If gentlemen approve the embargo, and 
wish for its continuation, said Mr. Van 
Vechten, let them say so. But he thought 
ita little singular that they should now 
take the ground, that they had no ipforma- 
tion on the subject—that * it would be in- 
expedient to express any opinion upon it,” 
when they had, but a day or two since, en- 
tered into its merits with much zeal, and 
advocated it with warmth. Gentlemen did 
not lack information then. ‘Lhey new that 
the embargo was a good and wise measure : 
and it did not then appear, that they felt 
much delicacy about expressing an opinion. 
This course, then, must be ascribed to their 
fear of meeting the question fairly. Many 
gentlemen, it was presumed, approved the 
epibargo, as an experimental measure, in 
the first place, who, now that it has proved 
injurious and ineffectual, would advocate its 
repeal. No friend to his country could 
wish for a perpetual embargo.—Congress, 
said Mr. Van Vechten, is now meeting. 
An expression of the opinion of the legisia- 
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wure, would undoubtedly have great weight || 


with that body. He would not instruct or 
dictate to our represematives. ‘Tbe resos, ' 
lution of Mr. Bulkley had no such @byect. |

To say we have no information on the sub- | 


ject, and that we have nov business with it, 
is casting a severe censure on the majority 
of the last legislature. ‘The? approved the 
embargo, altho’ they did not pretend to pos- 
sess any information as to its cuxseor of) c?. 
Having approved it, blindfold and in the 
dark, as an experiment, he coula see no 
good reason why they should not express 
their disapprobation, since ten months’ ex- 
perience had proved the measure to be 
good for nothing. Itis we!l known, said 
Mr. V. V. that the embargo is considered 
by the presidentas a measure of coercion, of 
resistance; and yetaten months’ operation | 
has had no effect. Great Britain has not 
relaxed her restrictions. France openly 
approbates the embargo.—But it has been 
contended in this house, that war will be 
the certain consequence of raising the em- 
bargo—that there is no other alternative.— 
Who will make war upon us? France? 
Has I'rance threatend this? Are gentle- 
men prepared to admit, that “ the hand of 
Napoleon is really inthis thing ?”’—that the 
embargo must be continued, because Bona- 
parte will goto war with us, if we take it 
off ?—For the honor of our country, it is to 
be hoped this is not true. As to Great Bri- 
tain, she certainly will not go to war with 
us, for relinquishing a measure of ‘resist- 
ance against her. Gentlemen will not con- 
tend for such an absurdity as this —Mr. V, 
V. expresseda hope, that the embargo 
would no longer be called.a measure of re- 
sistance. It was ameasure of tame sub- 
inission; and al] the sophistry in the world 
could put no other construction on it. The. 
belligerents had interdicted a fart of our 
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trade. Our servility, outstripping their in- 
solence, had yielded ‘Ae w ole, without even 
astruggle. The consequences had been 
serious to us, while they had been scarcely 
felt by the belligerents—Our revenue is 
dried up—our merchants are ruined— our 
ships are rotting—our seamen are secking 
employ elsewhere. Do gentlemen wish 
dor a continuance of this policy, destructive 
to ourselves, und inedectual asto foreign 
powers? Ifthey do, let them say so. But 











if they do not, why should they not express 
their will? Why not give proof of their 
disapprobation now? Why delay this ques- 
tion, until the next meeting of the legista- 
ture, when perhaps it will be too late? 
Congress before that time, will have decid- 
ed the question. Mr. V.V. stated, that 
such changes had taken place’ in Kurope, 
as would enable us to trade to many places 
unmolested.- At any rate, said he, one 
thing we can do: We can admit foreign 
vessels into our ports, to purchase the pro- 
duce that is now rotting on our hands ; and 
this measure would neither endanger our 
ships nor our scamen.—How long, said 
Mr. V.V.is this embargo te continue ?— 
Mustit continue until the belligerents re- 
lax their restrictions? Suppose they should 
never see fit to permit us to enjoy our rights 
on the ocean ?—Is this the way to assert 
those rights? If they make unjust de- 

















mands furever, must? We foreter submit? 
Such would seem to be our policy ; for no 
nveasifes are taken to pursue any other. 


M6 means of defence are preparine—no 
Rue, of resistance. Indeed, this very 
embargo, destroys Our means of cefence, 
by impoverishing the country, and ruip- 
ing our citizens. 

Some further observations were offered 
by Messrs. Skinner and German, who were 
replied to by Mr. Van Vechten, when the 
question on the substitute was taken and 
carried, 60 to 47. 


EDITOR’s CLOSET. 
« Be just, and fear not.”

Toimpress the public with an opinion, 
that our government feels and observes to- 
wards the European belligerents the strict- 
est impartiality, has long been a primary 
object with its hireling editors. Fortu- 
nately for our common country, their infer- 
nal hypocrisy discovers itself in almost ev- 
ery word and deed; and the unbiassed read- 
eris daily more and more convinced, that 
there"docs exist in the breast of our admi- 
nistration an attachment to France, as in- 
compatible with the spirit and genius of our 
government, as itis fatal to its existence. 
This attachment has now become so rank 
and pestiferous, that it contaminates even 
the state papers of the administration. <A- 
mong the documents accompanying the 
President’s message, which are too volum- 
inous for us to publish at length, there is a 
letter from Mr. Madison as secretary of 
state, to the British minister, Mr. Erskine, 
excusing and paliating the enormicies of 
the French government. Upon the subject 
of the Berlin decree, Mr. Madison says : 


“The French decree in question has two dis- 
tinct aspects, one clearly importing an intended op- 
eration within the territorial limits as a local law, 
the other apparently importing an intended opera- 
tion on the high seas. 

“ Under the first aspect, the decree, however 
otherwise objectionable, cannot be said tu have vio- 
lated the neutrality of the United States. It the 
governing powers on the continent of Europe, 
choose to exclude from their ports British property 
or British productions, or neutral vessels proceed- 
ing from British ports, itis an act of sovereignty 
which the United States have no right to contro. 
vert. ‘The same sovereignty is exercised by Great- 
Britain atall times, in peace as wel! asin war, to- 
wards her friendsas wellas herenemies Her sta- 
tute book presents a thousand illust.ations. 

‘* It is only, therefore, under the other aspect of 
the decree, that it can have violated neutral rights; 
and this would have resulted from its execu'ion on 
the high seas, whether onthe pretext of a nominal 
blockade, or with a view to enforce a domestic re- 
gulatiowagainst foreign vessels, not within the do- 
mestic precincts but under the authority and pro- 
tection of the law of nations. 

** Had then the French decree been executed on 
the high seas against the commerce of the United 
States wiih Grear Britain, and have the United 
States acquiesced in the unlawful and injurious 
proceeding? 

‘+ T state, sir, on undeniable authority, that the 
first instance in which that decree was put in force 
against tLe neutral rights of the United States was 
that of the Horizon, an American ship bound from 
Great-Britain to Lima, wrecked within the terri- 
torial jurisdiction of France, but condemned under 
@n exjrosition of the decree extending to the high 
meee operation sgainst neutrals. This judicious 
decision took place as late as the 16h day of Oct. 
1807, arid was not efficially known to the minister 
plenipotentidey of the United States at Paris, till 

some time in November. At the date therefore

This solicitude to justify and extenuate 
the injustice and villany of Bonaparte— 
may be proper, may be right in the ovinion 
of Mr. Madison, but it conveys to the A- 
merican public no evidence of impartiality. 
here is one and one only excuse that can 
assist our Secretary in this perplexity : so 
interwoven and mutually blended are the 
measures of the two governments, that to 
justify and vindicate the conduct of the U- 
nited States, is in effect vindicating that of 
France! A reflection which no honest A- 
merican can pride in. 

Mr. Madison has forgotten the many hun- 
dreds of times that Bonaparte has sworn— 
to his gods in Egypt, and to his gods in Ita- 
ly—the extermination of the commerce of 
Britain. Experience taught Bonaparte that 
he was too deficient in physical force to 
march direct to his object—he was con- 
strained to assail it through indirect means 
—through the medium of neutral nations, 
and as he forced or bent these to his pur- 
pose he hoped of success. At the period 
of the enforcement of the Berlin decree, 
the U.States were a solitary instance of un- 
subjugated neutrality. It imported little to 
Britain, as it respected the principle of the 
decree, whether it was ever carried into ex- 
ecution, or whether a knowledge of any de- 
cisions under it ever reached Great-Britain ; 
the existence of the decree was to Britain 
a sufficient evidence of Bonaparte’s hostile 
intentions, and if Britain delayed retaliation 
for a moment, it was from’ a sincere wish 
to preserve unshaken her commercial con- 
nexion with the United States. Ifthe non- 
execution of the Berlin decree proves any 
thing, it proves that Bonaparte was afraid 
to enforce it, least he should constrain 
the United States to make a comimon cause 
with Britain against him ; convinced, that 
the injustice of the measure would be a 
sufficient reason for it. ; 

It ought not to escape the observation o+ 
every Amcrican, that the administration ol 
the United States suffered this insulung 
decree to hang over and menace the con 
merce of the United States from the <ist 
of Nov. 1806, until the October following, 
satisied with Bonapiarte’s simple assurance, 
that he intended no harm to the United 
States! And the spiridess manner which 
our government viewed the decree in its 
inoperative state, induced Bonaparte to Con- 
clude that we would submit to its active op- 
eration with the same pusillanimity. 

It appears from the documents exhibited 
to Congress, that our povernment has of- 
ferec to tike off the embargo as it respects 
Britein, if she will rescind her Crders in 
Council. Britain tells us, through the agen- 
cy o’ her minister, that the Embargo ts 4 
municipal regulation of our own, end that 
she -xperiences no injury from it—that 15, 
for what she cares, we may keep it cf 
forever. And vet. we are tol! by our 
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own government, that we must make 
war upon Great-Britain! for what? The 
only reason that can be assigned is, because 
the embargo has not! 

Such, reader, is a succinct history of the 
necessity of the Embargo, upon the autho- 
rity of our administration itself. And it is 
continued, merely because our government 
have neither the firmness to demand Jjus- 
tice of Bonaparte, nor the magnanimity to 
seek it, except through injustice to those 
who are the innocent cause of our distress.

A paper which, according to its own sto-

CONGRESSIONAL, 

In the house, on the 10th inst. Mr. Chit- 
tenden of Vermont, introduced a resolu-

tion for the repeal of the Embargo Laws. 
The house agreed to take up the resolu- 
tion, and made it the order of the day for 
Monday the 14th inst. In the course of 
the debate on Mr. C.’s resolution, Mr. Smi- 
lie said, he had no objection to meet this 
question, but not at so early a period. From 
the gencral state of our foreign relations, 
he thought the resolution was ill-th-:ed. 
What could the gentleman mean by bring- 
ing this distinct question now before the 
house. Does he mean, said Mr. S. that 
we must repeal the whole of the embargo 
system, and substitute nothing in the room 
of it? Certainly, if his intention may be 
judged by the manner in which the subject 
iss brought forward, he means this. If he 
does, I wish him to come forward and tell 
us so; tcil us that he and his constituents 
are willing to pay tribute and submit; that 
they will surrender the independence of 
their country. To consider this motion 
now, unless a substitute for the embargo 
were proposed, Mr. S. said he could not a- 
gree. He therefore moved that it be made 
the order of the day for Monday week. In 
the mean time he took it for granted that 
the president’s message would become the 
subject of consideration, and the house 
would be prepared to say what course it 
would pursue. 


Mr. W. Alston objected to the mode in 
which the subject had been now introdu- 
ced, and suggested that it would have been 
more respectful to the president tirst tohave 
But since the 
gentleman had thus brought forward the 
question of repealing the embargo law, he 
was ready to meet him on his own ground 
to-morrow. He trusted it would then be 
seen in what quarter and from whom the 
opposition to the measure of the executive 
had arisen, and the desire of its removal 
1ow proceeded. 

Mr. Dana presumed the gentleman from 
Vermont was perfectly competent to shew 
the moiives of his actions and the object he 
had in view, without the assistance of the 
gentleman from N. Carolina. Really com- 
mencing the public business in this man- 
ner did not bode auspiciously to its pro- 
gress. Asa reason tor now bringing this 
subject forward Mr. D. reminded gentle- 
men of a fact which in the fulness of their 
zeal they seemed wholly to have overlook- 
ed—that the season was last approaching 
when the navigation ef the northern por- 
tion of the union would be locked up. If 
the embargo was to be removed at all, it 
was of the utmost importance that it should 
be done promptly ; that it should be deci- 
ded within a fortnizit from this time. And 
whether it should removed or not, it 
was of importance to know the opinion of 
this body. Need gentlemen now be told 
that in almost all the ports of the union 
vessels were preparing for sea’ That seme 
had even bent their sails, many having ta- 
ken cargoes on board? These now remain- 
edin a state of suspense, and a state of 
suspense always gave birth to perpetual 
speculations. ‘To put a stop to these spe- 
culations it was necessary that a decision of 
the question shouldbe had. Mow it should 
be decided at the present time Mr. D. said 
he.did not undertake to sy. The people 
should know,as soon as practicable and con- 
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sistenitly with the decorum of legislative 
deliberation, the decision of the house. 

As to the question asked by the gentle- 
mai from Peunsylvania (Mr. Smilie) as to 
paying tribute, and as to the gentleman 
who proposed the resolution being willing 
to pay tribute—if the gentleman wanted to 
know the spirit of Vermont, Mr. D. refer- 
red him to the history of the revolutionary 
war. Let the gentleman sce if, for her 
numbers, any other state gave the cnemy 
more bloody battles. Let him then suppose 
the gentleman from Vermont to differ irom 
the mass of his fellow citizens. Mr. D. 
censured these insinuations as indecorous 
in the extreme. 


Mr. D. said the present motion led to a question 
of serious moment ; and when they came to a de- 
cision he wished it to be done by comparing their 
opinions fairly, frankly anc decisively if necessary 5 
and that they might unite in taking the course 
which would best maintain the rights and preserve 
the honor of the nation. On the question of the 
raising of the embargo, i¢ was necessary, howev- 
er, that there should be an authoritative decision 
one way or other. 

Mr. Eucior said it might for avght he knew 
be considered disrespecitul to the President to urge 
the immediate agitation of this momentous ques- 
tion ; but if it were so, a forbearance from so do- 
ing on that acccunt would be respect inconsistent 
with the independence of sentiment which elevates 
and warms the character of an independent repre- 
sentative of an independent people. He had read 
some where in the works of celebrated newspaper 
civilians of this country, that “ oppugnation” or 
even disrespect were treasonable offences. He hop- 
ed no gentlemen here meant to advance the doctrine 
that disrespect partakes of the nature of treason. 

Mr. E.. then spoke ot a resolution which he had 
intended to have offered and which he described, 
as leading to an enquiry into the mode in which 
the embargo law had been executed. 

Notwithstanding the insinuation of the gentle- 
man from N. Carolina (Mr. Alston) which no one 
could mistake, notwithstanding whole volumes of 
newspaper denunciation, Mr. Elliot said he trem- 
bled not for the character of Vermont, The great 
body of the people of Vermont, though hostile as 
he firmly believed, to the whole system of the em- 
bargo, had manifested a degree of patriotism that 
had not been exceeded by any; they had never 
failed, when cai'ed upon, to march to the frontiers 
and enforce those laws, which they disapproved. 

He thought it due to the character of the nation 
to iwvestigate this subject, the constitutionality of 
the laws, the propriety of their continuance, the 
manner in which they had been carried into execu- 
tion, and the manner in which they had been evad- 
ed. Whilst he did not wish to precipirate the dis- 
cussion, much less the decision, yet he thought 
the day mentioned by the gentleman from Penn. 
sylvania was too distant. The peope had certain- 
ly iooked forward to the meeting of Corgress with 
considerable solici: ude, as much excited by the em- 
bargo system as by the situation of our foreign af- 
fairs. The people of the U. Srates, (said he) de 
not believe that they are cailed upon to decide be- 
tween the embargo or war. We who originally 
opposed the embargolaw,believing that it would be 
ruinous to the nation, are under no ob! gations to 
propose the substiiuce which is called for, and 
which we would have proposed, though it would 
not have been adopted. Mr. E. apologised for his 
warm hon this subject by alledging the sensibility 
he had felr at the allusion of the gentleman from 
North Carolina. 

Three other resolutions were also introduced by 
Mr. Eppes, and made the order of the day for 
Monday l4thinstant. The first and second go to 
establish a complete non-intercourse between the 
U. States and Great Britain and her dependencies, 
and the U. States and France and her depeaden- 
cies; the third provides for the arming and equip- 
ping of thousand militia, in addiion to the 


force already authorised by law.

American Manufactures. 


Extract of a letter from Elkanah Watson, Fsq of 
Pittsfield, Ms. to the Rev. Samuel Shepard, of 
Lenox, dated October 9th, 1803 
I am happy in being able to answer cor- 

rectly your queries, vespecting the width 
and cost of the superfine Berkshire broad 
cloth, in which I am now cloathed; having 
been very exact, in this first essay made in 
this County. 

On the 10th of June last, my Spanish 
ram and ewe were sheared, and yielded, in- 
cluding tages, 8 lb. 4 0z. of wool. 

I received in rolls, 6 lb. 11 oz.

This was spun and wove, ina superior 
style, by the Shakers, who delivered me

ches wide. 
The whole cost was as follows; viz.

cloth, costs me 7 dollars and 92 cents, ex- 
clusive of the wool, or 1 dollar and 5 cents 
the yard, leaving 18 dollars and 33 cents, 
for the value of the wool, as shorn, or 2 dol- 
lars and 22 cents a pound, putting profits 





outofthe question. The value of the cloth 
as estimated above, is considered to be low ; 
fer imported broad cloth is about 56 inches 
wide, exclusive of list, or 28 inches for the 
half; mine is 30—this difference I have 
not noticed. 


In either view, the result is extremely 
interesting to the commuhity, and the time, 
I am confident, is at hand, when this great 
source of national wealth will be daly ap- 
preciated, by all classes of the community, 
| especially in the New-England States, and 
of consequence, will be prosecuted with 
that vigor, to which self-interest always 
stimulates. Manufactories will neccessari- 
ly rise up, and go hand in hand with the in- 
crease of the raw material, a foreign mar- 
ket will at all times be open to receive the 
product; and instead of being exposed to 
|| the caprice of times, in the manner of our 
'| present perishable articles of produce, fine 
_| wool will at all times find a prompt market 
| at our own doors, and will improve with 

age. I shall only add, that I am extremely 
| gratified, to find all my anticipations and 
'| hopes on this subject, are about to be reali- 
j| zed, and that doubts and difficulties are sink-

ing, as the object opens and extends, and 
that our poorest mountain lands, which 
have heretofore been the least productive, 
are about yielding more solid charms, than 
the richest Mohawk flats. 


As a stranger in the County, I have, I 
confess, felt some delicacy and diffidence, 
in assailing the public for such a length of 
time on this subject : my sensibility has al- 
so been keenly excited to find, that in my 
ardor, I had exposed myself to unfounded 
and ridiculous jealousies and suspicions, as 
to the correctness of my views, in aiming 
| (as. has been suggested) to monopolize the

new source of wealth, at the expense of the 
public. 

I shall only remark in answer, that it 
must have been a singular method to estab- 
lish a monopoly, to cxert my utmost en- 
deavours to make the object general; and 
here I shall repose myself satisfied of hay- 
ing discharged my duty to the community 
—and looking forward in the pleasing anti- 
cipation of shortly secing Berkshire distin- 
guished for its fine wool, and increasing 
manufactories of fine Cloths for home use 
and exportation. 

The introduction of spinning jennits, run- 
ning forty threads at a time, and some im- 
provement in Carding Machines adapted to 
this species of wool, will obviate the only 
objection to this important branch of Amer- 
ican manufactories, viz. the dearness of la- 
bor, and of necessity, reduce the expense, 
and increase the profits of manufacturing.

French Brutality. 


Extract from the Log book of the brig Tarantula, 
of Portsmouth, N. H. destroyed by the French, 


“ On the 2d Feb. 1808, at 6 P. M. Bea- 
chy Head bearing by compass N. W. 4 
leagues distance, descried a lugger to the 
south of us, laying with her sails down ; she 
made sail, and at half past 6 came up, hail- 
ed, and ordered us to heave too—while 
heaving too she fired several shot into us; 
after we had hove too and been laying half 
an hour, she came under our lee, fired sev- 
eral shot into us, one of which KILLED 
Wiiliam Hassel, seaman, a native of Phila- 
delhhiamand after she had fired, ordered 
us to heave out the boat and come on board 
—having lost our small boat, and disenabled 
in our crew, which they were informed of, 
she sent her boat on board, secured our pa- 
pers, and without asking any questions, 
steered for the coast of France. —On the 
following day, finding that they could net 
bring their port, they steered for Bologne, 
at 3 P. M. on entering the port, they ran 
the brig on shore, where she was wrecked.’

Mr. John Petis, mate of the brig Jull- 
ana, Capt. Lee, of this port, (N.Y.) that was 
taken by the French and sunk, informs us, 
that he learned from the officers of the 
French brig, that they had orders to burn, 
sink, or destroy all American vesscls they 
fell. in with; that capt. Lee, his officers

and men, were plundered of all their clothes 


and money—that they took from our In- 
formant 17 doubloons—that the Juliana had 
on board 140 punchcons of rum when she

The brig Jane, of Portsmouth, w hich they 
sent home with the Juliana’s crew, was Tod- 
bed of every thing—they took from the sal- 
lors every article of clothing ond moneys 
burnt the cabin doors, stove her lock e''sy 
broke the looking-glasses, cut away Me 
main stay-sail, took her provisions exc ept 
about 40 wt. of meat, and 20 wt. of bread, 
and left her a mere wreck. They also 
stove 25 puncheons of rum that was on 
board the Jane.
